Regarding claims 1 and 2, the closest prior art of Munson fails to teach or suggest an 
output interface and an input interface each requires three parallel outputs and three parallel 
inputs, respectively, for providing data on a first input/output, a valid data signal associated 
with the data of the first input/output on a second parallel input/output, and a valid command 
signal indicating whether the data of the first input/output includes command data and wherein 
the command data includes a memory address at a receiver, and further as in claims 3 and 9 for 
a device for sending and receiving video data to a memory in another device comprising the 
input/output interface as noted.
